LONGITUDE BY MAGNETIC TELEGRAPH.

The last Annual Rlcpo—rrof the Superintendent of
the Coast Survey (Arex. Davrras Bacug) gives an

idemic ;"' |interesting account of the measures which had

been adopted for the determination of the differenee
of longitude between New York, Philadelphia, and
Wash n by the magnetic telegraph. The Jour-
nal of Commeree furnishes the following summary
of it:

A line of wire was extended last summer from the General
Post Office in Washington to the Naval Observatory ; a wire
was carried from the HighSchool Obseryatory in Philadelphia
to the main Baltimore line ; and another was carried from the
Jersey City Telegraph Office to a temporary observatory
erected near the Presbyterian church. The observations at
Washington were under the direction of Mr, 8. C, Walker ;
those at Philadelphia were made by Professor Kendall ; and
those at Jersey City by Professor Loomis, Each observer
had at his command o good clock, and a transit instrument for
regulating it with the greatest precision. 1

The clocks being properly regulated, sll which is needed
for the determination of the difference of longitude between
these three places is the exhjbition of some signal that can
| be heard simultaneously at each station. This is afforded by
| the click of a magnet, which is worked in the usual mode of
| telegraphing communications. These experiments were com-
menced last season, but were only partially successful. Sig-
nals were exchanged between Philudelphin and Washington
on the 10th of October ; but none were obtained from Jewey
City.

“We understand that these experiments have been resumed
the present season, and that they have been crowned with
success. The plan of operation we learn to be the follow-
ing: At len o'clock in the evening, when the usual business

| thoogh just back of the well-known Catskill range, and not
mare than thir?-six miles from the banks of the Hudson, the
great thoroughfare of our interior trade, the depths of its hem-
lock forests, the solitude of its mountain glens, and the Ansh-
ing of its tumbling brooks, had been explored only by the foot
of the hunter, were as little known' to the public as the
| slopes and valleys of the Rocky Mountains. In 1824 Col.
| Pratt visited this district, and, with unerring judgment, at
once decided upon it as the proper loeation. ith a man of
Colonel Pratt’s energy, from the eonception of a project to its
exccution is but & single step.
